Mavis, service director, was in- 
structed to proceed under the 
program. 


One of the first steps is the 


selection of a man to supervise the 


;,> project. He will be named by Mr. 
i . Mavis and the service committee 


comprised of Frank Baker, T. M. 
Barnes and Ben Gordon. His 
salary will "be in compliance with 
the WPA wage scale and will 
amount to between $20 and $25 a 
week. 


Position Important 


The supervisor will call on resi- 


dents, figure the expense for side- 
walks and gutters and collect for 
the work. He will arrange 
for 


purchase of materials 
and 
will 


handle accounts in connection with 
the program. His salary will be 
paid from the sidewalk account. 
He will be required to furnish 
bond. 


Under the program the cost to 


property owners for sidewalks will 
be nine cents a square foot and 40 
cents a lineal foot for curb and 
gutter. 
This 
expense 
includes 


forms and grading materials de- 
livered on the job, expense 
for 


mixer operation, hauling 
earth, 


and clearing away all rubbish 
after the job is completed. Grades 
will be furnished by the city en- 
gineer and walks widths will be 
In compliance with the city ordin- 
ance. The sidewalks will be built 
four inches deep. Curbs and gut- 
ters will be six inches high, six 
inches wide and have an 18-inch 
apron. Concrete will be purchased 
from local dealers.

Farmers of Iowa never have ex- 
perienced a real drouth, according 
to Charles D. Reed, U. S. mete- 
orologist. 


Even the famous drouth which 


damaged crops in much of the tall 
corn state during the Summer of 
1934, was a period of "too much 
heat" rather than "too little rain," 
Reed's weather charts reveal. Dur- 
ing June, July and August of 1934 
Iowa received a total of 10.18 
inches of precipitation, or 86 per 
cent of normal. 


There were 17 other summers 


out of 62 on record in which pre- 
cipitation was less than for 193 
and two years produced only 
inches of rain during the growing- 
season. Only one of the latter, 
Reed said, produced a smaller 
yield of corn than was produced 
in 1934. 


"But Iowa's 1934 summer was 


the hottest on record," Reed said, 
"and therein was the cause of the 
damage to crops." 


Temperature Too High 


While the 1934 precipitation was 


only slightly under normal, it was 
unable to compensate for fhe tem- 
perature which averaged 76.8 de- 
grees, Reed explained. The water 
needs of plant life are 
often 


doubled when temperatures rise 5 
degrees above the usual summer 
scale. 


The meteorologist believes that 


the temperature curve which pro- 
duced unusual heat 
during the 


past several years is due to move 
downward during the next several 
growing seasons. Both profession- 
al and amateur, long-range fore- 
casters agree that the next three 
to four years should average be- 
low normal in temperature, Reed 
said. 


Shorter Summer Forecast 


Notations in 
weather bureau 


records as far back as 1932 dis- 
close that Reed the'n predicted a 
cycle of cooler summers that by 
1939 
or 1940 would shorten the 


growing season to a point where a 
large portion of the Iowa corn 
crop will be damaged by frost 


Reed is confident that tempera- 


tures rather than the quantity of 
rainfall is the most important fac- 
tor in crop development. 


To substantiate this belief. Reed 


points to the fact that in 1933 
only 8.1 inches of rain 
fell in 


Iowa, as compared to 10.18 in the 
droth season of 1934. Yet 1933 
produced a bumper corn crop

MARCHING

never has lacked energy; proud- 


ly youth has laid claim to it in every 


age and clime, and oldsters might just as 
well admit it. Also, if the oldsters are fair, 
and moat of them try to be, they will con- 
cede that the young men and young wo- 
men of today are banding themselves in 
ways of which other generations did not 
even dream. Youth's tendency to unify ef- 
fort in one "cause or another is not restricts 
ed to any single nation; it appears to flour- 
ish under the banners of democracy, of So- 
vietism, of Fascism. Definitely it is a force 
tq^be reckoned with. 
. 


Perhaps the basis of it all may be found 


in the realization of the value of teamplay, 
that well-directed teamplay which has ac- 
counted for victories on numberless fields 
of worth-while sport. The Boy and Girl 
Scout movements have contributed notably 
to it. 


Advantages flowing from such moderni- 


ties are, of course, for all to enjoy; youth, 
however, stands out in showing itself quick 
to recognize and act on them. Not solely in 
the political role is youth recognizing and 
seeking opportunity; that is important and 
its importance is manifest, but it does not 
pre-empt activity. A few examples will 
suffice. The conservation camps emphasize 
the lore and love of nature. All over Europe 
student "work camps" spring up; in half 
a dozen or more countries these camps are 
open to American students who wish to 
widen their experiences. Members of the 
editorial staffs of several American college 
papers will join their colleagues from ele- 
ven countries in conferences at Geneva in 
Italy. Dozens of institutes for young people 
interested in co-operatives of various sorts, 
from recreational co-operatives to farm bu- 
reau and consumers' co-operatives, will be 
conducted in the United States this Sum- 
mer; the (.enrollment in many of these in- 
stitutions is expected to double that of pre- 
vious years.

Bill Borah has been grumbling backstage, 
more bellicose than ever against the Old 
Guard.

Probably Bill still remembers the con- 


vention of 1924 — also held in Cleveland 
—when he had a chance to be Vice-Presi- 
dent. Coolidge had been nominated on the 
first ballot. Hours of secret debate on his 
running-mate followed. Finally Postmaster 
General Harry New told the party bosses: 


"The kind of vice president you want 


was crucified 1900 years ago." 


In the end they picked Charley Dawes. 


But at that moment William M. Butler, 
Coolidge's manager, informed: "I have 
been talking by telephone to the White 
House. We must nominate Borah for Vice 
President." 


Icy silence. Butler turned to Andrew W. 


Mellon. "Mr. Secretary," he asked, "what 
do you think of Borah ?" 


"I never think of him unless someone 


mentions his name," replied the greatest 
Secretary of the Treasury since Alexander 
Hamilton. 


Queition-Mark Hoover 


Everyone is speculating about Hoover. 


What will he do, is the big question-mark. 


Contrast this to the last Republican con- 


vention at Chicago. On the opening day no 
one mentioned him. Not a picture of him in 
the convention hall. 


Diplomatic Observer 


The man who is enjoying this convention 


most is Oswaldo Aranha, forthright Am- 
bassador of Brazil.

It would have made him president in- 
stead of Coolidge. Hiram now has the bless- 
ing of the New Deal. 


Then there is FRANK O. LOWDEN, now 


75 years old and living in quiet retirement 
on his model farm at Oregon, 111. 


General Leonard Wood, whose deadlock 


with Lowden and Johnson caused the hope- 
less deadlock of 1920, is dead now. So is 
Harding, who finally won out. At 11 a. m. 
Harding told friends he was quitting poli- 
tics to devote his time to newspaper work. 
At 6:15 p. m. he was nominated. 


And CHARLES EVANS HUGHES, for 


years a familiar figure at Republican con- 
ventions! Remember the letter he wrote 
Woodrow Wilson, resigning from the Su- 
preme Court in order to run against him in 
1916 ? It merely said: 


"To tue President: I hereby resign the 


office of Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. I am, sir, re- 
spectfully 3rours, Charles Evans Hughes." 


Almost as brief as the belated letter of 


congratulations 
which 
Hughes 
finally 


sent Wilson after Wilson's victory.

of Injuries. 
Sometimes thes« door 


handle injuries ar* not only serious, 
but bizarre. For instance, a man ad- 
mitted to an emergency hospital had 
Vha history that while rldlnr a mo-

torcycie n* nad collided with an au- 
tomobile, and the door handle of the 
car had been driven through th* 
skull, burying itself within his bead. 
It had broken off cleanly from its at- 
tachment at the door. Prompt oper- 
ation saved his life and today he is 
able to work, although he has lost 
the sight of one eye. 


W«lk«r Struck by Door 


Another peculiar case was that of 


a man who was walking along the 
highway on the left side of the road, 
facing 
traffic. A car passed him 


traveling at rapid speed, and aa it 
did so, the door handle alone struck 
him, and embedded Itself In his arm, 
breaking off from its attachment to 
th* door. The X-ray showed th* door 
handle embedded in th* bone. 


There are a number of reports In 


medical literature of automobile door 
handle Injuries. "A casual glanc*", 
says one of these, "at-a row of pass- 
ing cars cannot but convince on* of 
the potential danger of this project- 
ing piece of metal. In the recent 
streamlined models is to be seen 
many a door handle that is little 
short of a spear—truly a vicious 
weapon—directed toward any victim 
who may chance to be In its path." 


In the engineering of automobile* 


It Is suggested that two Improve- 
ments be mad* in th* handle: first, 
a handl* without sharp projections, 
such aa the oval ones on older mod- 
els, and second, th* handle that lies 
either close against or in countersunk 
within th* side of th* door-
